No Easy Answer to Question 
of Housing Versus Schools 


The redevelopment of inner-city areas，wWhere vacant 
Space, if it can be at all found, is at a premium, and it js 
not an easy issue With which to grapple. There are times 
when two seemingly valid objectives are at odds with 
each other. 

In San Francisco and Oakland Chinatowns，housing 
advocates recently found themselves on the opposite 
Side of Supporters of open Space. 

A similar battle is gearing up in 直 os Angeles where a 


really felt sorry for him. He seemed， 


pPIOoposed mixed use development，which includes 100 


low .and moderate income residential units，would 
displace a 60-year old school now serving a largely 
Hispanic student population. 

There are never easy answers to hard problems. Who 
can declare With certainty that housing is more impor: 
tant than local schools? Or vice versSa2? Each side has its 
pros,， just as they each have their counter arguments. 

Eor instance, the proposed development also includes 
many more above moderate income housing units and 
commercial Space, uses which arguably are not as neces- 
Sary to add to LA Chinatown. The school, on the other 
hand, is fighting a difficult uphill climb against declin- 
ing enrollment and financial hardships. 

This Situation requires carefully thought out Planning 
which takes into account the divergent yet important 
competing needs and desires of the communities. The 
Cathedral High Situation could otherwise easily become 
afight between the Hispanic and Asian American com- 
Imunities. 

Once abuilding is torn down, it cannot be restored to 
its original state. A commercial and residential building， 
vintage 1984 or :8$，can be biilt on many different 
potential locations， Are there any other sites for the 
Wing Ming project2? What steps can be taken to preserve 
the cultural value of the _ Cathedral High site withonut 
totally eliminating the posSsibility of development? 

Development itself is not an evil to ward off at all 
costs. For many seniors，as an example, it can be the 
answer to _ Upgrading Substandard .housing units 记 
Chinatowns. What development must weigh, and weisgh 
carefully，however, ls the'eost of any project 一 not just 
dollars and cents, but also the cost to Social and cultural 
history，

“The 
defense attorneys have accused OUI 
organjization and Asialt Americans 
of manipulating the entire coun- 
try 一 this would almost belaughable 
except that it feeds into the 
dangerous :racial Stereotypes of 
Asians as sinister and manipulative,2” 
she cautioned . 

“The Vincent Chin case has stir- 
red anational debate on the mean:= 
ing of justice and injustice,”wrote 
the coalition leader.

POLICE BRUTALITY 

“The FEBI investigates a wide 
yariety of civil rights violations 
ranging from citizen complaints 
about police brutality to denial of 
public accormodations. We investi- 
gate the complaint and make a pre- 
Sentation to the U.S. Department of 
Justice,”explained Robert S. Gast， 
Special agent in-charge of the FEFBDs 
San Francisco Bureau. 

“Depending on where you live， 
many cities and states have exten- 
Sive Teview procedures within their 
police departments. Here in Calif- 
Ornia there ls an extensive Teview 
procedure,”Gast noted.“We usu- 
ally wait for the locals to handle the 
case and if there is still a complaint 
after the investigation, then we step 
in,”he Said. 

“Our investigations are fact find- 
ing. We investigate civil rights viola- 


_tions the same way we would inves- 


tigate a bank robbery or any other 
crime,” Gast pointed out. “We 
take the statement of the person 
makingthe complaint, inform them 
of their rights and try to interview 
any WwWitnesses at the scene,” he 
described . 

“The difference is that the FEFBTs 
investigations are Very penetrating,” 
added Charles Sickels, an agent with 
the bireau who has dealt with many 
civil Tights .crinies. “We interview 
the person making the complaint 
and any witnesses who volunteer to

come forward，We also examine 
things like medical reports，photos 
and any physical evidence* We try 
to cover every aspect,” Sizkels 
Stressed .

“If a citizen calls or comes to 
our office，we take their complaint 
and try to evaluate whether or not 
their allegations violate any federal 
laws. After making that determina- 
tion，oUI Supervisors will make the 
decision on how the case will be 
handled,”Gast explained . 

“The FBI is the investigative arm 
of the Department of Justice. We 
try to get all the facts in the matter 
without making a judgment as to

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Local Fencer Misses 1984 Olympics， 
But Has His Eyes Set for 1988

SAN FRANCISCO 一 George 
Nonomnurabarely missed makingthe 
US Olympic fencing squad by 
placing seventh in the competition 
for the five-man team at the trials 
held last month in Chicago， 
Although Nonomura won't be going 
to the Olympics in 1984, the support 
and encouragement he's received 
has made him eager to try again in 
1988. 

“Iwouldhave loved to have gone 
to the Olympics, but I didn't quite 
qualify. Idon't regretnot making the 
team. Itried my hardest and Tm not 
ashamed,”Nonomura declared. 
“Lve had enough people tell me to 
continue，So 工 ]] keep competing on 
the world circuit at a high level of 
competition,” he added. 

ALREADY COMPETED 

Nonomurahas already competed 
in the last three World Games and 
represented the University of SF at 
the World University Games in 
1981 and 1983. In addition he was 
Selected as an alternate to the 1980 
US Olympic fencing squad which 
ended up not going to Moscow 
because of the US boycott. 

A fencer since the age of five， 
Nonomnura recalled the start of his 
interest. “My oldest brother John 
had asthma so my parents wanted to 
find a sport for him to do. On the 
recommendation of his doctors they 
chose fencing，” Nonomura 
explained. 

Not only George，bnut the other 
Six Nonomura brothers and sisters 

-decided to take up fencing too. One

of George sbrothers qualified forthe 
junior world fencing team. Another 
brother Roy，1like George，also 
missed qualifying for the Olympic 
squad.， One of George's 
Sisters Was 8a junior national 
champion. 


“It takes a long time to master 
fencing， and _ unless you fence 
yourself，its a difficult sport to 
watch,” ”explained “Nonomura 
explained. “There are also three 
areas of competition: foil，which I 
compete in, epee and saber, In epee 
you can only score with the point of 
the Weapon when it touches the 
uppertorso of your opponent s body. 
In saber you are allowed to score 
with the edge of the blade or the 
pointb ”he noted. 

(Atfoilis athin blade with asquare 
Shape. An epee, on the other hand, is 
triangular in shape and has a dome- 
Shaped handguard. The saber is 
similar to the blades used by the 
typical “swashbuckler,，”with a 
broader blade，starting off at the 
base as a triangle and ending in a 
Square Shape.) 

WELL PROTECTED 

When asked 让 fencing were a 
dangerous or expensive Sport to take 
up，Nonomnura pointed out that 
fencers Were well protected by the 
protective jackets and 
undergarments thatthey arerequired 
to wear for competition. 

“Its alsono more expensivethan 
taking up tennis or Skiing. You can 


get started fofr less than $100. You. 


need a jacket，gloves，mask and 


Weapon. ”Lessons can be 
inexpensive as $10 a lesson. 

“The benefits of fencing are that 
it develops a high amount of 
discipline and、quick reflexes,” 
Nonomura added.， “You also 
develop inner strength. Its similar to 
martial arts,” he described. 


Before the Olympic trials 
Nonomura was training four to five 
days a week. In addition to fencing， 
his regime included lots of running 
and weight training. 

He was required to travel 
extensively to compete in fencing 
tournaments. “Amateur athletes 
have tofinance their own travel and 
that was Imy largest expense. Last 
Season 工 spent $7,000 just on 
airfare,”he pointed out. 

GRATEEFUL 

Nonomnura is grateful to the 
many private Sponsors who have 
helped him cover Some of his 
expenses.“Tm really sorry that I 
couldn't make the team for them， 
but 工 really appreciate their help. 
They made things a lot easier, ”he 
Stated. 和 

Nonomnura also_ received help 
through the “Olympic Job 
Opportunities Program. Begun in 
1977 the program matches potential 
US Olympic athletes ”with 
corporations that offer jobs allowing 
flexible time for training and 
competition，Ihrough the program 
Nonomura worked as an intern with 
First Interstate Bank， 

“The bank has -been Teally 
helpful， After my internship TI be 
going through bank officer training,” 
he said.

Choys Mi/ssissippj 711ramngle Creates 
Stir among Delta Asian Americans 


Choy and Seigel first became 
interested in the Mississippi Delta 
four years ago，when they hired a 
Chinese American assistant from 
Clarksdale，Mississippi. He told 
them that there were many Chi- 
nese in Mississippl，and that they 
had been there for over 100 years. 

DIG DEEPLY 

As the project progressed, Choy 
and Seigel were joined by a team 
of authors，researchers and then 
by Delta native Worth Long. They 
recelved about $250;000 from the 
National Endowment for the Hu- 
manlties and the Guggenheim 
FEoundation that assured Choy， 
Long and Seigel the_ equipment， 
time and personnel necessary to 
dig deeply into the culture and his- 
tory of the Delta. 

During the 1860s，the Missis- 
Sippi Delta's planter class offered 
an alternative to Chinese Immigrants 
coming to America who wanted to 
avold the growing problems of Cali- 
fornia. The-planters brought them 
to the Delta to replace the ex-slaves 
they feared would soon leave the 
plantations. The arrival of the Chi- 
nese brought changes to the Delta 
not foreseen by the former slave- 
Owners. 

Within a few years, the Chinese 
began to move from the cotton fields 
to small grocery stores. The much- 
feared exodus of the Blacks had not 
materialized，soO there Was little re-

The book chronicles her own Per- 
sonal triumphs, trials and tragedies. 
But more than that, it also gives the 
reader a clear sense of the triumphs 
trialsand tragedies encountered by 
the refugees themselves: 

Borton has the ability to find the 
right words to create colorful and 
vivid images，both beantiful :and 
horrifying. She is edqually at home 
when describing the beauty of a 
yolting arrival's curly hair as when 
recalling the blood-curdling 
Screams of a_ young burn Patient 
undergoing treatment for her 
injuries， 

Because she was one of the few 
staff members able to speak Viet- 
Iamese，Borton writes that many 
times she“spun between islanders 
and all those (camp) groups con- 
stantly listening to _ requests that 
usually were impossible to grant.” 

This language ability，however， 
also allowed Borton to expose us to 
the pathos and nostalgia of camp 
reSidents Singing about their 
homeland and about their hatred 
for the“enemy,”EFor indeed, there 
is much hostility between the fac- 
tions on the island . 

The most graphic example in the 
book occurs when nine Prisoners 
are being -escorted through the 
camp. Someone yells out that the 
prisoners are Vietcong; the crowd 
Surrounding them takes up the cal] 
and begins to think and talk of Kil- 
ing them . 

One Vietnamese staff worker 
SaySs，“The Vietcong are cruel.” 
Borton replies,“We are all cruel.2” 


The pain she feels as _ she leaves 
the island and her friends is Power- 


fully described. What makes it even 
harder for the reader (and for Bor- 
ton) is the knowledge that many of 
the -refugees may themselves not 
leave the island camp: they will die; 
they will wait for word from spon- 
SoOrS to _ the U.S:，Australia and 
other coUntries.

New Phones Make Life Easier 
for International Travelers

SAN MATEO 一 The new AT&T 
Card_ Caller telephone is Tevolu- 
tionijzing credit card calling at the 
San Francisco International Air- 
port，.， Uniquely designed for the 
business traveler， the apparatus 
provides step-by-step _ instructions 
for the customer in up to four dif- 
ferent languages， 

This first-generation public 
telephone features a combination of 
devices .attributed to no other 
telephone，reported AT&T official 
Steve Harvey. 

USER FRIENDLY 

Since July 26，three of these 
phones have been installed at the 
airport. 

More convenient and technologi- 
cally advanced than the previous 
charge card models， the “user 
friendly”system can help eliminate 
the most common causes of credit 
card thefts，AT&cT predicted 

When the_ consumer inserts the 
credit card into the system，the 
computer automatically reads the 
biling number from a .magnetic 
strip on the back of the card. 

Thus the _ customer need not 
punch in an identification number， 
allowing “potential criminals to 
watch. In addition, the callers need 
not be concerned with anyone Over- 
hearing the billing number while 
they reveal it aloud to the operator.
